Meaning of the Extensive 
Military Preparations 
in Europe. 


A Well-Informed Diplomate Predicts 
an Early Outbreak, 


Opinions of the Foreign Ministers at 
the National Capital.

LONDON, January 10.—[{Copyright 1887.]—In 
the course of aconversation, a foreign dipio- 
matist, whom a long career in the various 
capitals of Europe has rendered especially 
well adapted to pronounce an opinion on the 
present political situation, made the following 
remarks:

Of course, most of the persons 
holding any prominent official position 
to whom you may apply for their 
views on the present situation will declare 
that everything points? toward the mainten- 
ance of peace. There are but few, holding 
responsible positions, who could afford to 
hold any contrary opinion, for publication, 
without exposing themsefves to receiving a 


pect an early outbreak of War, which can not 
be long delayed. Why, even herein England 
we are informed that Lord Salisbury intends 
to divert public at tentioa from the troubles at 
home by inaugurating a vigorous foreign pol- 
icy abroad, and military preparations are the 
order of the day. You know that several 
battalions of the Guardg have been in- 
structed to hold ttiemselves ready for foreign 
service, and are being submitted to a special 
medical examination.

Turkey is 
MASSING AN ENORMOUS FORCE 

in Macedonia. A fortnight ago there were 
over 120 battalions of infantry and thirty-six 
batteries of artillery in the Macedonian prov- 
inces. This enormous concentration of the 
troops in the present situation, and inthe 
present state of Turkish finances, could not 
have been intended for show purposes. 
The Turks must be looking forward 
to a war on the Macedonian frontier, 
and they are not quite certain whether it may 
not begin before the winter is over. More- 
over, the intense hostility which exists be- 
tween the Russian and German populations 
renders an early war inevitable. Do you 
imagine that Prince Bisiiarck is fool enough 
to wait until the Czar has had time to arm his 
immense army with repeating rifles and has 
doubled the single line of railroaad at present 
running along the western frontier of Rus- 
sia?

I knew him very well 
when I was in Paris. I de not mean to dis- 
credit him when I say it is one of his treaties, 
but I do not believe that there has been any 
such agreement negotiated.’’ . 

A HOAX. 

Count William Lippe- Weissenfeld, who has 
been acting as the Charge d’Affaires of the 
Austrian Legation, was also found at home. 
He is one of the most distinguished looking 
members of the diplomatic colony, being 
broad-shouldered, very tall, and with regular 
features. His bronzed face is set off by long 
flowing side whiskers and a crispy twirled 
mustache. He is very modest about the 
expression of his opinions. He talked with 
great freedom to his visitor, but begged of 
him at the close of the interview to put as 
little ot him in the newspapers as possible. 
He said: ‘‘Of course, I believe there will be 
peace. The reported new treaty between 
Russia and Germany is a hoax; there can be 
nothing init. I, of course, know very little 
about the situation in Europe and cannot give 
you much news that will be interesting, but I 
think that no one who is familiar with 
European politics would say that the tendency 
of affairs at present is toward war. Why, just 
think what a genefal European war at the 
present time would mean. Austria has 1,200,000 
men ready to be put in the fleld; Germany has 
1,400,000; France, 1,500,000, and Russia over 
1,060,060. The responsibility of sending these 
great bodies of men into motion against each 
other would involve amore awful responsi- 
bility than any statesman in Europe could at 
present be induced to bear. 

GREAT RESERVE. 

At the Russian Legation there was greater 
reserve shown than at any of the houses of 
the foreign colony. The Russian Minister, 
Baron de Struve, begged to be excused from 
any personal expression of opinion at the 
present time. He stated that he had no opin- 
ions to communicate. It was said, however, 
at the Legation, by one of the Minister’s sec- 
retaries, that they were in constant communi- 
cation with their Government and that their 
belief was in favor of peace. It was also said 
that they did not place much faith in the re- 
port of there being a new treaty between 
Russia and Germany. It was added that there 
already existed a friendly compact between 
the two Governments and that this compact 
was sufficient and rendered unnecessary any 
new agreement. 

SWITZERLAND'S POSITION. 

Col. Emile Frey,the Swiss Minister, dis- 
cussed the European situation with great 
clearness and frankness. He said that Switzer- 
land had hitherto occupied a very independ- 
ent position in European complications. It 
now, however, felt that if there was to be any 
general European war it would be dragged 
into the controversy. The pressure on all 
sides would be too strong to enable her to re- 
main neutral. Although our country is very 
small, our interests are as dear to us as if it 
were the largest country in Europe. But Im- 
cline to the view that peace will prevail. I 
think there will be peacein Europe as long as 
Emperor William lives. It is to his Interést to 
maintain peace. — 

He was asked what he thought of the treaty 
of alliance between Germany and Russia. He 
said he had no means of passing any comments 
onthe matter. Ofcourse, if the report were 
true, it would mean peace. He understood 
that a private understanding on the basis of 
friendly interests had existed for years past 
between the German and Russian Emperors. 
He had no doubt that if there was a new agree- 
ment it was merely an extension of the terms 
of the previous compact. 

THE SWEDISH MINISTER. 

M. L. de Reuterskiold, the Swedish 
Minister, is one of the most popular of diplo- 
mates in Washington society. He haslived a 
number of years in Paris and St. Petersburg 
and basa very thorough knowledge of the 
European situation. He is slightly above 
medium height, well-rounded figure, and his 
fresh-colored, reguiar-featured face is orna- 
mented with a gray military mustache. At 
first he showed some disinclination to dis- 


— 


cuss the European situation, because 
he said he had not enough material 
at hand to give correct impressions. 
He said: it is not enough to read the 


newspapers and reports in order to learn what 
is actually going on. Itis necessary to be on 
the spot and to talk with the officials. I learn a 
great deal about the current affairs when I am 
in Europe from my diplomatic colleagues. 
From them I often gather quite as much from 
their manner and expression as from their 
mere speech. Now, ifI could be in European 
diplomatic circles fora short time, I think I 
should be better able to tell you how things 
are going. My private opinion, however, is 
that there will be peace. ButI don’t know if 
that opinion will have any value.“ 

M. de Reuterskiold was asked what 
he thought of Col. Frey's view con- 
cerning Emperor William. He replied, ‘‘Qh; 
I think that is a very natural and logical view. 
The Emperor is old, Bismarck is also old and 
sois Von Moltke. They have accomplished 
much in their livesandican understand how 
great would be their reluctance to vent into 
a war, the end of which they would nog be able 
to see and which might endanger all they 
have already accomplished. But allthis is of 
very little value or interest to anybody, for 
you see we diplomates in Washington live in 
such a very quiet fashion, so remote from the 
complications of Europe, that our opinions 
upon European affairs can be of very little 
value to anyone. 

M. de Bounder de Melsbroeck, the Belgian 
Minister, is very dark and swarthy. His 
shrewd face lights up wonderfully when he 
talks,and his conversation borders on the 
line of the cynical and humorous. He was 
ready to talk with the greatest freedom upon 
general topics and had some most refreshing 
opinions as tothe proper conduct of Ameri- 
can newspapers. However, he was willing to 
admit that even foreign newspapers had some 
of the faults which he imputed te American 
newspapers, which latter were with 
gentle sarcasm by this active- minded Minister.

The 
Spanish Minister is tall and slight, with thin, 
angular features,set oft by short white hair and 
a sharply twisted white mustache. He has the 
alert, active air of a New York business man. 
He presents his opinions with great force and 
conciseness. He speaks English absolutely 
without accent, and by the majority of people 
he would not be taken for a foreigner. He 
does not harmonize with the majority of his 
colleagues on the subject of the situation in 
Europe. He said, witha quick movement of 
his hand, as if to deprecate any ithputation as 
to his sincerity: Ot course, the major- 
ity of them talk peace, because 
it is to the interests of their Governments, but 
when Lsee a man making investments of his 
money in a certain direction it is natural to 
conclude the desire to see some return there- 
from. Russia has recently moved her troops 
up to Bessarabia, The German Government 
has asked to have its army increased. The 
Austrian forces have been strengthened. 
What is the meaning of these increased ex- 
penditures and this strengthening of the 
already enormous forces of these principal 
Powers, if the trend of affairs isso peaceful?“ 

The Minister was asked what he thought of 
the view expressed by someof his associates 
as to the Emperor William desiring to main- 
tain peace, and that peace would probably be 
maintained during his lifetime. 

To answer that, said he, is in the story 
of the dog, which, having fought off all other 
dogs from the coveted bone, stands with the 
bonein his mouth favoring peace. He has 
got what he wants, and of course he is against 
any further disturbance. Or, to use other 


figures, he is like a good poker-player— 
who has won a good pot and wishes to 
retire. He says to himself, ‘I may 


not hold four aces next time,’ and like a 
prudent man desires to keep his gains without 
undergoing any further chances. The trouble 
lies principally with Russia. She has internal 
complications which force her constantly to 
seek outside diversions. The Czaris doubt- 
less anxious to maintain the status quo, but 
may be yet driven by interior forces to make 
a movement in new directions. The Russians 
have lost prestige in Bulgaria. Although they 
succeeded in upsetting Alexander they lost 
ground by not being able to carry out all they 
undertook todo. England is lost in Bulgaria, 
but Ido not think that will affect England’s 
position. England does not want war, and I 
do not believe that she would fight under any 
ordinary circumstances.’’ 

The Spanish Minister was asked what he 
thought of the view presented by some that 
the Russian Government was too seriously em- 
barrassed financially to be able to venture 
upon another war. He said: 

„„I the Russian Government really needed 
money it would have no trouble in raising it. 
If the Rothschilds should decline to lend for 6 
per cent, there would be those who would be 
willing to lend for 10 percent. Russia has also 
certain internal resources in time of need. 

NO CAUSE FOR APPREHENSION. 

M. Roustan, the French Minister, declared 
that he did not see anything to cause appre- 
hension. ‘‘In France,’’ said the Minister, 
there never was a greater desire for peace. 
My country has no provocation for going to 
war with any country, while on the contrary 
it has every reason to hove for a long reign of 
peace. France hopes to encourage additional 
friendly relations with her sister nations 
through the great exposition which will be 
held in Paris in 1889. Millions of money 
will be sent in preparing and mak- 
ing it one of the greatest commer- 
cial exhibitions ever known in Europe. 
We expected to have the American Congress 
make a handsome appropriation for the Amer- 
ican exhibit and earnestly anticipate that we 
may have similar recognition from other 
countries. The only thing that can affect 
France at the present time would be the acqui- 
sition of Egypt by England. France has long 
enjoyed extremely advantagous commercial 
relations with Egypt, which, however, En- 
gland is now trying to control. Ihave no 
doubt but what a special treaty of alliance be- 
tween Germany and Russia will be effected. 
There is every reason to expect that it will be 
done.

Pollock, a Discharged Clerk, 


Who Claims to Have Paid $50 
Per Month to Walker.

JEFFERSON Crry, January 10.—Since 
the organization of the State Legislature, 
rumors and reports have been received, 
reflecting seriously upon the honesty and 
integrity of State Auditor Walker, and it 
is now generally believed that the Audi- 
tor, at the urgent solicitation of his 
friends, has decided to ask of the General 
Assembly, the appointment of a commit- 
tee to investigate the management of bis 
office, and forever set at rest all question 
concerning his action asa State official. 
Of the severe charges made against Mr. 


Walker, only one appears to 
have any foundation, or is 
fathered by any particular per- 
son. This charge is preferred by 


Mr. Charles Pollock, an ex- clerk in the 
Auditor’s office, and the offense, according 
to Mr. Pollock’s story, consists in the ac- 
ceptance by Auditor Walker of a very 
considerable portion of Mr. Pollock’s 
salary, which was fixed by Mr. Pollock, 
under the impression that his place de- 
pended upon a compliance with Mr. 
Walker’s request. On the Ist of January 
Mr. Pollock was dischurged from his po- 
sition under the Auditor, and his friends 
have been active ever since in spreading 
reports 
DEROGATORY TO THE AUDITOR’S CHAR* 
ACTER. 
It was stated that Representative Booth 
of Franklin County had agreed to cham- 
pion Mr. Pollock’s cause and bring im- 
ent proceedings against Auditor 
erin the House. When approached 
upon the subject Mr. Booth denied all 
knowledge of the charges against Walker, 
and stated that his name had been dragged 
into the controversy without his consent 
and contrary to his wishes. Another 
member of the House informed the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent this morning that 
le had been approached in the Southern 
Hotel at St. Louis, previous to his arrival 
here last week, by a friend of Mr. Jack- 
son L. Smith, attorney for Auditor 
Walker, and requested to introduce into 
the House a resolution asking for an 
investigation of the charges against Mr. 
Walker. The Representative replied 
that while he was a friend of Mr. Walker, 
and wished to protect his character and 
reputation, yet he had no particular desire 
to act as chairman of an investigating 
committee; neither did he wish to precip- 
itate an investigation, but if Mr. Walker 
would request him in writing to introduce 
such a resolution he would do so. This is 
the present status of the matter, but it Is 
believed that an investigating committee 
will be asked for and appointed immedi- 
ately after the House committees are an- 
nounced by Speaker Alexander. 
POLLOCK’S STORY. 

Mr. Chas. A. Pollock, in an interview 
with a Post-DIsPaTCH correspondent this 
morning, said: ‘‘The reports concerning 
the acceptance by Auditor Walker of a 
portion of my salary while I was em- 
ployed in his office are true. Iwas em- 
ployed at a salary of $900 per annum, and 
was surprised on receiving the warrant 
for my pay to notice that it called for 
$125. During the months of January, 
February and March of 1885, the first 
three months of my service, I con- 
tinued to receive $125 per month. 
At the end of that time Auditor Walker

SHARPE SAD. 


Judge Barrett Denies His Motien for a 
Change of Venue, 


New York, January 10.—Judge Barrett, 
in the Supreme Court, to-day denied the 
motion for a change of venue in the case 
of Jacob Sharpe, who was indicted for 


bribing the ‘‘boodle’’ Aldermen to pass 
the Broadway railroad franchise. 

Judge Barrett assigns the following rea- 
sons for his decision. in a lengthy opinion: 
In denying the motion for a change of 
venue in the trial of Jacob Sharpe, he 
says that Sharpe leaves aside all other 
grounds of complaint and asks for the 
change merely on the ground of improper 
* Counsel for Sharpe with- 

rew the charges of hostility incurred 
through strikeson the part of his em- 
— . Judge Barrett claims that no 
satisfactory effort is made to substantiate 
the charge that a fair trial cannot be had. 
The affidavits offered are vague. It is 
true that public jqnrnals have warmly 
discussed the case a urges that Sharpe 
be brought to trial and justice. They 
have mainly, however, commented upon 
his testimony before a legislative com- 
mittee, and his failure to account for large 
sums of money and also for numerous 
securities. There is no pretense.that any 
direct evidence of his guilt has been pub- 
lished. The two men already convicted 
were not charged with bribery at the 
hands of Sharpe, but for having madea 
corrupt agreement with unknown person 
or persons. In each case the press was

of the testimony, yet jurors were ob- 
tained. The publications have had no 
material effect upon the defendant’s 
rights. The Judge says that there is 
a in the testimony published to con- 
vict Sharpe and his confreres with the 
crime, yet the testimony may have aroused 
a suspicion that bribes have been offered. 
But belief that a homicide has been com- 
mitted does not . an otherwise 
competent juror from trying one particu- 
larly accused; nor does a belief that cer- 
tain accused Aldermen acted corruptly 
make a juror incompetent. A change of 
venue can only be had when proof of 

rejudice is presented. There isa distinc- 
ion between a personal attaek and one 
intended to defeat justice by violent de- 
nunciation, and also denunciation in good 
faith solely from high motives. 

Judge Barrett oases numerous author- 
ities in support of his decision, and says it 
may be necessary to have atrial to show 
the necessity of removal. In a big city 
like New York the sources to find a jury 
are varied. It is not so easy to 
inflame the public mind as in 
& smaller place. The press of a 
creat city teems with matter which 
is more or less overlooked by a large class 
of readers, which would set asmall village 
aflame. e conditions required do not 
exist, the Judge concludes, and the de- 
fendant has failed to prove that they do

Since Mr. Benedict took hold of the office 
every employe was expected and compelled 
to earn the wages he received. The result has 
been an organized opposition to him dy the 
labor unions, Mr. Farquhar, one of the repre- 
sentatives of the Buffalo district, has made a 
speech before the Senate Committee on Print- 
ing opposing Mr. Benedict’s confirmation on 
the ground that heis nota practical printer 
and could not earn a living at printing. Mr. 
Benedict has edited and published a provincial 
journal for many years, and did his own com- 

osition and press-work. It is stated that 
Kr. Farquhar lost some ot his appointees when 
Mr. Benedict had to make a reductios on ac- 
count of the lack of funds, and now makes 
these efforts to unish „ Benedict. 
Whatever may be said about Mr. Benedict not 
having the technical ay oft yr of printing re- 

uired by the statutes, he is at least entitied to 
the credit of baving introduced in the depart- 
ment some of the best business principles ever 
known in the offico. There is not a Democrat 
in the Senate Who will oppove his confirma- 
tion. Senator Hawley, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Printing, says Mr. Benedict has 
brought about many needed reforms in the 
printing office and has sbown splendid busi- 
nese ability in its management. There is no 
reason to doubt his confirmation.

THE ELECTION LAW OFFENDERS ‘BEING 
PUSHED TO THE WALL. 


Tell-Tale Evidence of Fraud and Forgery on 
the Books Now Held in the United States 
Court—Henry W. Williams Nominated for 
Recorder ot Voters—Political News. 


On last Friday afternoon a scene occurred in 
the Gay building, which was of greater signifi- 
cance than the single witness. who only recog-.

be tried, are now busy with criminal cases. 
It will be probably wiser to let the matter rest 
with the Federal Grand-jury.’’ 

Assistant Circuit Attorney McDonald said: 
„The State Grand-jury is still at work on its 
jail docket—that ison casesin which the de- 
fendants are confined in jail. Thisis usually 
the first business considered after the organli- 
zation. The jury will be engaged on these cases 
for several days. Ido not yet know what ac- 
action they will take after completing this busi- 
ness. They have the power to go into the in- 
vestigation of election frauds at their pleasure. 
any officer of the court, any member of the 
Grand-jury or any citizen having knowledge 
of the fact that a crime has been committed 
can appear before the Grand-jury and submit 
the matter for investigation.’’ 

By these three inquiries all the frauds of the 
last election could be brought out.

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Legisiating for Labor.

Although the Legislature would doubtless 
find it difficult to insure a solid bank account 
to every citizen, it might render valuabie aid 
in reducing, by honest and just legislation, 
the distress Gov. Hill deplores. 

It might, for instance, spurn the bribes of 
wealthy corporations and, by compelling 
them to obey the law and reapect their obliga- 
tions, secure to the people advantages that 
would increase their comfort, safety and pros- 
perity. a 

It might reform taxation by making the 
millionaire owner of personal estate pay his 
just share of taxes, and thus relieve the undue 
and unequal pressure of taxation on the 
masses of the people. * 

Instead of scheming with selfish and corrupt 
politicians it might provide honest local gov- 
ernment through just laws, and thus benefit 
the entire community. 

It might tax incomes of $10,000 and over, and 
thus lift from real estate an oppressive burden 
which hinders progress and increases the cost 
of living to the poor. 

If the Legislature would do all this it might 
not succeed in abolishing poverty altogether, 
but it certainly would encourage enterprise, 
promote improvements, increase the demand 
for labor, secure better wages for the workers, 
lessen the cost of living, and make the people 
better off than they now are, without requir- 
ing either Gov. Hill or the editor of the 
Tribune to give up a dollar of the salaries they 
so well earn. 


John Roach as a Victim.

John Roach was generous, even heroic, in 
recognition of the claims of party upon party 
contractors. When $50,000 or $100,000 were 
wanted for the party he was among the fore- 
most to respond tothe call; and while others 
were greatly benefited by his efforts, alike in 
political success and cash profits, he received 
for himself no more than a fair compensation 
for his remarkable business skill, energy and 
courage. His vast business operations re- 
quired, under the political system that con- 
trolled business, the favor of men highest in 
authority, and every avenue that reached the 
contracting power had to be jealously and 
liberally guarded. Cabinet officers gave con- 
tract favors with lavish hand and at lavish 
eost tothe Government, but exacted lavish 
tribute in return, either for themselves, their 
friends or the party, and Congress, naval and 
war officials and all the ramifications of a 
jobbing system, taught the contractor that his 
first daty was to the party and the men that 
had the power to give or withhold business 
favors. John Roach was thus in Rome and he 
chose to be a Roman. He was simply what he 
had to be to serve the Government, the party 
and himself. 

The misfortune of John Roach was in not 
learning that all seasons of political and busi- 
ness demoralization in all countries end 
sooner or later in a returning tide of inflexi- 
ble public honesty. 


More Boodle Senators.

Yesterday the Republicans of Pennsylvania 
nominated M. S. Quay for United States Sen- 
ator, and those of Nevada conferred the same 
honor on William M. Stewart. In both cases 
the nomination is equivalent to an election, 
and the money or corporation power in the 
Senate, as represented by Stanford, Sewell, 
Cameron, Sawyer, Hale, Camden and others, 
will be duly reinforced.

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THE SCHEDULE. 


A Few Valuable Suggestiens for the League 
, and Association. 


O. P. Caylor offers a few valuable suggestions 
asto the arrangement of the schedules for 
1887. 

A good deal has been written, he says, about 
the importance of the schedules of the Asso- 
olation and League fitting nicely together this 
year and avolding that conflict of games which 
bas been so expensive in the few seasons just 


part. There seemed to bea desire on both 
sides that such a result should be sought for 
this season. Preliminary talk bas been plenti- 
ful. The two schedule committees have been 
appointed, but as usual the League is not 
ready. It will be remembered that a confer- 
ence was made impossible last year be- 
cause the Le e’s membership was not de- 
termined until late in the winter—February.

The League is again uncertain as to 
its membership, but this would not prevent 
all the conference between the two commit- 
tees that is necessary; namely, as to a division 
of time, for neither has any interest in the 
division of dates among the clubs of the other 
side. There is nothing, therefore, to prevent 
the two committees from meeting and 

ing to so divide the time that 
there will be no conflicting dates 
in New York, r and St. Louis save 
on Decoration Dayand July Fourth. The di- 
vision could be madethis way. Let each asso- 
ciation play sectional games among their own 
clubs till, say May 5. Then let the Eastern

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STAKES AND PURSES. 


A Tarfman’s Opinions as te Their Proper 
Regulation. 


Ed Oorrigan,in a letter to the Wilkes’ Spirit, 
says: ‘‘I always prefer running for stakes in 
preference to purse races. The sort of stakes 
thatI said I would not enter and run for are 
those of $400 and $500 stakes, where they re- 
quire owners to pay $50to start, $25 forfeit, 
etc. When it comes to that sort of stakes I do 
object, and will not enter for them. That re- 


winds me too much of when I. had trotters 
and paid 10 per cent to enter, and 
some places it required six to fill 
and four to start or no race. The first horse 
would get one-half the purse, and perhaps his 
owner would have togive up one-half his 
share to the mob, I would call it—they used to 
call it the ‘gang’—to keep from being run over 
or fouled in some way. At that time I used to 
drive wore horses, and know just how it 
was. ell, I quit chat to do better and hope 
that I won't have to quit this business to doe 
better; but it 1 do, it won't de because they 
ive good, big stakes, even if the entry is a 
ittle steep. I think that I make 
nearly as many stake entries as 
any one each year, and anywhere 
suits me to run, either East or West. I don't 
think I deserve the name of coward. I did tell 
some reporter, and more than one, that I was 
opposed to those cheap stake races, and pre- 
ferred to run for purses from $500 to $750, such 
as they gave at the Brooklyn track, Long 
Branch, Coney Island, etc.; that it the clubs 
couldn't afford to give more than $400 or $500, 
they should call it a purse, or put two such 
stakes together and call it a decent-sized purse, 
such as they give at Monmouth Park. Don't 
— believe it; Lam not afraid of a penalty it I 
lave anything for it, but I don’t want the pen- 
alty without getting my money. The worst of 
it is that right where they have been giving 
stakes as low as $350, and ask owners to pay 
from $25 to $50 entrarmce, they expect to sell 
yearling colts and fillies to turfmen at any sort 
of price from $100 to $5,000, and then letthe new 
owners try where colt or filly can draw that 
prize. 1 say this is worse than trotting 

or your own money.

After some discussion the usual three-day 
feature of the League meet was aban- 
doned and it was decided to have 
but two days.

Religious services will be attended by 
the cyclers at Olarksville SQnnday morning, 
and in the afternoon a quiet ride will be taken 
around the Belt road.

As the story was 
telegraphed from Washington, Congressman 
Reagan stole a march on Senater Maxoy, 
leaving Washington at 3:30 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon, taking the Southern route 
via New Orleans to Texas. Maxey learned 
of this flight, acked up a shirt or 
two and caught a 60’clock train for Austin 
via St. Louis. It wasexpected he would arrive 
15 the city this morning. Quite contrary to 
this expectation he has not arrived and last 
night John H. Reagan wrote his oon name on 
the Southern Hotel register. He will leave at 
8 o’clock this evening for his home in Pales- 
tine, Tex., and after a few days will go on to 
Austin.
